section one, of the constitution, and could 
bo submitted as they were as one amend­ 
ment. These propositions all relate to 
the same subject matter namely: They 
are not independent propositions, luff 
are necessarily and naturally connected 
together forming one amendment. The 
salary provision was not intended to and 
does not take effect until the biennial 
Legislature 13 chosen; therefore it does 
not apply to tho relator, (Budd). The 
provisions of the constitution sought t » 
be amended remain in force aud effect 
until suspended respectively by the new 
provisions, and the present Legislature 
is held under and is governed by the 
constitution as it was before the amend­ 
ment was adopted, except that amend­ 
ment has so far taken effect as to impose 
upon the present Legislature the duty of 
fixing by law the time biennial Legisla­ 
ture shall meet.

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THE ART OF HOUSE-CLEANING* 


That dust and dirt arc the worst pests 
of mankind, and do more to destroy 
health and happiness than anything 
else, would seem to bo an obvious tru­ 
ism. 
It is not a little to be wondered 
at, that more attention has not been 
given to their consideration, and that 
greater value has not been set upon the 
laborious and continual toil they cause. 
At present we try to ignore their exist­ 
ence, and cleansing operations are put 
down amongst the most menial duties. 
Housewives who leave these matters en­ 
tirely to domestics, and exercise but a 
scanty supervision over them, incur a 
very grave responsibility, and have j et 
to learn that there is nothing degrading 
in keeping a house clean. 
It is the wise 
and virtuous woman who “ locketh well 
to the ways of her household and oateth 
not the bread of idleness.11 
Those of us who have no share in, or 
care for, cleansing operations, do not 
realize the magnitude and importance of 
the daily tasks so uncomplainingly and 
unobtrusively done in our own homes, 
until our attention is directed to the 
fact. 
Again, many can ful housewives 
pursue a certain rule of cleanliness, 
without understanding lh** reason, and 
with a feeling of monotony ami weari­ 
ness, arising from the fact "that they do 
not know tile real importance of such 
apparently insignificant and unrecog­ 
nized toil. 
In common fairness, all tho 
workers in this busy world should have 
their reward, and have the true worth 
of their work fully understood. 
Noth­ 
ing is more depressing than unrequited 
labor, and it is surely but th scanty 
guerdon to give our wives anti mothers 
a few words of hearty thanks for their 
work of love. 
It would at the same 
time, perhaps, make those labors sweet­ 
er and less toilsome, if we recognized 
aud acknowledged their immense value. 
It is a fact, well known to scientific 
men, that'damp, which collects invaria­ 
bly, and almost imperceptibly, on the 
varnished walls and surfaces in every 
house, has peculiar affinity for sewer- 
gas, and the other noisome vapors which 
are always about us. 
It is unnecessary 
to dwell here, in dry detail, on the tech­ 
nicalities and deductions of science. 
It 
is enough to say that the “fungoid 
growth which mav thus lie produced 
is, in the highest degree. injurious to 
health, and that it is impossible to over­ 
estimate the importance of its continual 
removal. 
Many men may possibly re­ 
member witnessing, with ill-disguised 
contempt, the apparently superfluous 
waste of energy bestowed upon the var­ 
nished wall of halls and corridors, and 
it may bo new to these to hoar that it 
is scientific good sense which prompts 
these operations. 
Many housewives 
mav, at the same time, read with a new 
feeling of pleasure, that work of this 
kind, which their instinct of cleanliness 
alone induces them to superintend, is 
based upon a scientific fact, and is an 
absolute necessity to the preservation 
of the health of their households. 
It is not until a beam of sunlight 
shows us the floating particles with 
which the air we breathe is laden, that 
we realize the fact of their existence; 
and we are, perhaps, too apt to under­ 
rate the importance of our chairs and 
tables being properly dusted, and of our 
rooms being kept aa clean as possible. 
Few of us, too, ever think of furnish­ 
ing our houses with a view to their be­ 
ing cleaned easily. 
Then* is a grow ing 
taste for crowding a quantity of things 
into the rooms in which we live, with­ 
out regard to their usefulness, and un- 
der a mistaken idea of ornamentation. 
It is {Risible to combine utility anti 
beauty in our daily surroundings; and, 
if this were more generally done, agreat 
step would bit gained, both iii comfort 
anti in cleanliness. 
Useless and incon­ 
gruous articles of vcrtu make the task 
of cleaning most rooms tedious anti 
lengthy. 
Again, in furniture, modern taste is 
developing in a manner which must 
prove injurious to health. 
“ Fluffy11 
things are now the fashion, anti so long 
as they are pretty in color, anti new in 
shape, fewr people think of their effect 
as dust-colleetors. 
It is a startling as­ 
sertion to make, and many tasteful 
housewives w ill dispute the justice of 
the conclusion, but it is undoubtedly 
true, that all woolen, plush and velvet 
things are better out of our rooms than 
in them. 
On woolen antimacassars, 
plush chairs, aud velvet cushions, all 
day long a heavy cloud of <1 list is set­ 
tling; from their texture and character 
it follow's, almost as a m atter of course, 
that it is all but impossible to clean 
them; and, although they may receive 
the greatest care and attention, they arc 
iii fact resting-places for ingrained dust, 
aud perhaps for tile worst and more 
dangerous growths of an unwholesome 
and" vitiated atmosphere. 
Many up­ 
holsterers, too, construct articles of fur­ 
niture apparently upon the principle of 
forming tnom iuto tho most convenient 
receptacles for dust. 
\\ ardrobcs, for 
instance, an* made with deep ornament­ 
al cornices, which serve no other pur­ 
pose than this. 
Of course it is easy to 
guard against this evil by covering the 
top with a thin board, or cardboard, but 
in how4 mam’ houses is this never done, 
and dust allowed to accumulate there 
for years! Again, ponderous pieces of 
furniture are made with Hie apparent 
object of making them as solid anti im­ 
movable as jKJssible, the fact that dirt 
must accumulate in the inaccessible 
nooks and corners, behind anti under­ 
neath them, being altogether lost sight 
of. 
'This would bo easily remedied if 
they were put upon castors so as to ad­ 
mit of their boing moved without ditli- 
culty. 
Curt tuns. too, arc of doubtful utility, 
except, perhaps, in winter; but they are 


so much the pride of every housewife, 
that to advocate their abolition would 
raise a storm of indignation. 
It would, 
however, be as well if they were more 
frequently taken down than, judging 
D om appearance*, is the case in most 
houses. 
We are, of course, now refer­ 
ring to the heavier curtains, rather than 
t*> those made of muslin, Swiss lace, or 
guipure d’art, wliich are, for the sake 
of appearances, generally changed as 
nm as they become soiled. 
We shall probably never know' the 
real effect of dust upon health. 
It is b 
no means improbable that many ai 
inents, which are now' ascribed to other 
anti mon * remote causes, are really due 
to it. 
Professional and business men 
would perhaps be more hale and hearty 
ii they worked under more cleanly con­ 
ditions: but any housewife, even the 
most careless, would be horrified if she 
saw the state of dirt iii W'hich by far the 
greater number of offices ate left from 
IT4 
one year's cud to another. 
In mail}* of­ 
fices the dusting operations are wholly 
limited to the desks in use, and to the 
removal of the surface dirt and scat­ 
tered scraps of paper from tile carpet. 
Hooks and papers, which notoriously 
accumulate more dust than anytliing 
else, are very rarely dusted at all. 
It is a good sign of the times that 
carpets in bed-rooms should be gradu­ 
ally falling into desuetude. 
They are 
at best unsatisfactory in a slecpinjr- 
rooni, collecting dust and “ flue,” and, 
unless the room is properly ventilated, 
acquiring a fetid anti 44 stuffy11 smell 
which is most unpleasant as w'ell as be­ 
ing most unwholesome. 
Some kinds of 
linoleum form an excellent and inex­ 
pensive floor-covering. 
It is not too 
cold, prevents any (fraught from the 
floor, and, if rugs are placed where 
they are most required, it w mid be dif­ 
ficult to find anything more satisfactory. 
Iii nurseries it is especially essential to 
preserve the atmosphere as free from 
ilust as possible, an I it is most impor­ 
tant to do away with tho now old-fash­ 
ioned nursery carpet. 
There is room for greater cleanliness 
in our daily surroundings. 
The duster, 
and the brush, might with advantage 
be taken more frequently into hidden 
crannies and dark corners; for, al­ 
though there is an old woman's sawr 
that vv<* must eat a peck of dust befori 
we die, it is not desirable that we should 
eat much mon* than that if we can help 
it.—(tassel!s Marfa zinc. 


Bronchitis. 


Bi xmehitis, or inflammation of the air 
tubes of the Jungs, is the most common 
result of cat ching cold. 
Nearly one-half 
of all tile eases that we have seen and 
noted occurred in children under two 
years of age. 
It occurs not only as a 
result of exposure to damp anti chill}' 
temperatures, hut as a sequel to measles, 
whooping cough and other maladies. It 
occurs in the cold and damp days of 
spring and autumn, but less often in the 
cold and dry days of winter. 
Usually 
cold and dry air docs hut little harm. 
Tin* early indications of its coining are 
** 
o 
a slight cough and stuffing of the cavi­ 
ties, a mucous rattle in the larger broil- 
chial till*t*s and some difficulty of respi­ 
ration. 
The child, if it receive proper 
treatment, may gradually recover. The 
cough may become loose. 
The mucous 
secreted in tin* air tulles may be expec­ 
torated. 
Children under four years of 
age arc apt to expectorate mucus or sa­ 
liva, but swallow it. 
The presence of 
mucus in the air tubes is easily recog­ 
nized by the rattle, or roll, that occurs 
when coughing conics. 
Applying the 
car to tin* chest may aid in determining 
tho fact, that the inflammation is sul>- 
siding, the mucus is loosening and the 
n 
n 
discase is passing away. 
The cough 
may remain some weeks, even when 
other symptoms have disappeared. 
If the child is neglected, if it contin­ 
ues to be exposed to a damp and chilly 
temperature and no proper course of 
treatment is pursued, the malady will 
worsen. 
The cough will become tight- 
n 
n 
or, more persistent and painful, the 
skin will become more hot and dry, the 
pulse will become quicker anti the 
breathing more laborious. 
If the dis­ 
ease increases in severity the sufferer is 
very restless and distressed. 
It may be 
easier in the early morning hours, but 
becomes worse and more distressed, os 
hours pass sluggishly away. The cough 
is still more severe, tho face is more 
flushed and tho breathing is more op­ 
pressed. 
From this |R>int iii the course 
of this disease the sufferer may worsen 
rapidly. 
The hands and feet grow cold, 
the proper circulation of the blood is 
lessened. 
The distress of respiration is 
so great that tho child cannot sleep. Jn 
some cases tho symptoms from the out­ 
set are more severe and somewhat va­ 
ried iii their form, or other symptoms 
may appear. 
The child may be so 
much distressed in breathing, it con­ 
stantly moves from side to side. Chang­ 
ing its position may give it some relief. 
Too often for the mother s comfort its 
breathing is still more rapid, irregular 
and laborious. 
Tho cough occurs in 
paroxysms. 
The mucus, if any is ex­ 
pectorated, may be tinged with blood, 
or the air tubes become loaded andsome 
other conditions worsen moro aud more. 
As death approaches, tho pulse becomes 
much smaller. The respiration becomes 
still more irregular and distressing. The 
cough now grows less^ and less. 
T ho 
sufferer no longer knows its friernO^ I t 
sinks into a quiet and morbid sleep and 
wakes no more. 
Now all these sufferings might have 
been prevented had proper means been 
taken at an early day. 
Mothers may 
ask how'? When the child has taken 
oold, and the earl}’indications of inflam­ 
mation of tho air tubes appear, keep the 
child iu its cot and in a moderate tem­ 
perature. 
Give it a hot blanket bath. 
IM ace it in a warmed bed. Keep it quiet. 
Repose of the lungs is an important 
means of clin*. 
Keep its skin well cov­ 
ered. 
Keep it warm, but do not throw 
It. Vrito a state of perspiration. 
Give it 
milk and easily digested food—mush 
and milk, roasted apples, lemonade, 
lf 
any medicine is needed, if the skin is 
hot and dry, give it the sirup of ipecac 
and solution of the acetate of ammonia 
in equal parts in half teaspoon doses 
every other hour, to a child of tw oyears. 
It may be made agreeable to the patient 
by mixing it with lemonade. 
* The usual fault in the care of infants, 
is that in March and April, or in an ear­ 
lier month, they are not protected 
enough against the damp and chilly air. 
The dry, cold air of winter does much 
less harm than the damp and chilly air 
of spring. 
Infants no less than adults 
ueed more clothing in March than in 
December. 
Mothers often blunder by 
diminishing at too early a time the heat 
generated within their dwelling and 
lessening the amount of clothing their 
children wear long before summer has 
really com e.—Dr. Allen, in Western 
Rural.
